Soviet Press Lets Up in Attacks 
on Churchill. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 29 (AP)—A let- 
up in Soviet press attacks on Win- 
ston Churchill led western obser- 
vers to express a belief today that 
Russia may be feeling for an 
opening to negotiate over East- 
West differences.

Yesterday’s bomb—unofficially 
the nineteenth major nuclear ex- 
plosion by the United States— 
flashed white, then glowed red 
for perhaps two seconds before 
sending up a column of smoke 
and the familiar atomic mush- 
room cloud. 

Changing through various col- 
ors from grey to purple to brown 
to pink, the nuclear cloud as- 
sumed a Z shape, which stretched 
widely across the sky before fin- 
ally disintegrating three hours 
after t he blast. At its peak, the 
cloud rose to probably 10,000 feet 
and attained a width of nearly 50 
miles, dissipating slowly westward 
toward Death Valley. 

The bomb exploded at an alti- 
tude estimated at about 1500 
feet above the Flat, probably by 
a proximity fuse. It was re- 
leased by a B-29, the plane dis+ 
patched from Kirtland Air Force 
Base, Albuquerque, N.M., circled 
the firing range for a time, then 
flew directly over the test site, 
and five minutes later, the blast 
rocked the desert. The plane 
is attached to the special weapons 
command of the Air Force. 

Nothing Felt 30 Miles Away. 

(Max Miller, editor of the Las 
Vegas Review Journal, was at a 
vantage point only about 30 miles 
from the point of the detonation 
and felt nothing. He told the 
United Press the flash of the 
bomb was so brief he would not 
have seen it if he had blinked his 
eyes at the wrong second. 

(Miller deserfbed the cloud 
from the bomb as a “purplish 
boiling mass.” The smoke rose 
to form a towering purple toad- 
stool, and Miller said he heard a 
roar like thunder two minutes 
and 10 seconds after secing the 
flash of the bomb.) 

Yesterday’s blast was a prelude 
to this country’s first atomic 
maneuvers in which 5000 troops 
at Camp Desert Rock are ex- 
pected to participate later this 
week. While the AEC considers all 
these tests as gigantic laboratory 
experiments, the military men 
plan to utilize a forthcoming 
detonation as a simulated atomic 
attack.

The 
result is to apply about a sixth 
of the percentage rise to the 
whole year’s income. The full 
new rate applies to next year’s. 

The tax itself will be on an 
annual basis. Thus the taxpayer 
will not have to figure out how 
much income he had before Nov. 
1 and how much in the two re- 
maining months. 

If a taxpayer has no income 
after Nov. 1, he still will pay the 
blended rate. 

The withholding tax rate goes 
up Nov. 1 from 18 to 20 per cent. 
The amount withheld, with that 
increase in effect for two months 
of the year, in most cases will 
approximately balance the amount 
of taxes due in March.

Red Air Power Making Greatest 
Threat Since Korean War Began

Allies Still in Control of Skies but Losses 


Destroyed in Week. 


U.N. Planes 


TOKYO, Oct. 29 (AP)—Com- 
munist air power is making its 
most serious threat to Allied air 
supremacy since the Korean war 
began. 

In the last eight days. the Reds 
have pressed what the United 
States Far East Air Forces offi- 
cially describe as “the most in- 
tensive and most prolonged aerial 
——. of the 16-month-old con- 
ct. 

Not counting Sunday’s three 
battles, in which one Red jet was 
destroyed and one damaged, the 
Far East Air Forces gave this 
score for the previous week: 

Enemy planes destroyed 14; 
probably destroyed six; heavily 
damaged 29. 

Allied planes destroyed 14, in- 
cluding four B-29 bombers; and 
an undisclosed number damaged. 
These are the greatest one-week 
Allied iosses of the war. 

Allies Still in Control. 

The Allies still control the Ko- 
rean skies and air commanders 
are confident they can continue 
to do so, but the task is taking a 
growing toll of men and planes. 
Tactics may have to be revised. 

Already it is commonplace for 
jet fighters to escort B-29 bomb- 
ers which formerly flew on their 


wn. 

The Reds are reported to have 
built up an air force in Man- 
churia about equal to United 
States air power in Korea. 

The Allied forces have long 
been alerted for a possible sneak 
Red air attack on ground forces. 
Military sources in Washington 
have said this would bring heavy 
United States bombing attacks on 
the Manchurian sanctuary.

I 
spent three weeks there last March and 
] can say that for the St. Charles and 
Claiborne lines, which I used mostly, 
the service is far superior to any St. 
Louis has to offer. 
~- Even in the non-rush hours the street- 
cars run about 12 or 14 blocks apart 
and in the rush hours this good service 
is speeded up. And despite the fact that 
éach car has a motorman and conduc- 
tor. double pay, the carfare was 7 cents 
with a liberal no-extra-pay transfer sys- 
tem. I was told this good service ex- 
tended throughout the city. 

I don’t know what the salary pay is 
per hour but New Orleans is an expen- 
sive city to live in. I also understand 
that the rate of fare may be raised but 
in no case over 10 cents. 

Here is a tip for the Mayor. Why not 
find out how New Orleans can have 
such good service on busses and two- 
man streetcars for 7 cents. or even 10 
cents. if the fare is raised that high.

Alsop vs. Budenz 


Columnist Joseph Alsop has so tellingly cited 
the facts against the testimony of Louis Bu- 
denz before the McCarran committee that it is 
difficult to see how the Department of Justice 
can fail to investigate the former Communist’s 
story, and this with a viéw to possible criminal 
prosecution. 

The McCarran committee itself is under a sol- 
emn obligation to consider whether the conflicts 
between the testimony of Mr. Budenz and that 
of Mr. Alsop and former Vice President Wallace 
do not call for contempt citations and perjury 
charges. 

Thorough investigation is essential not only 
for the safeguarding of individual reputations 
which always must be very precious in a free 
nation, but also for the sake of keeping as clean 
as possible those streams of public information 
on which the voters must depend in passing on 
their own judgment. 

The word of a former Communist may be of 
value if it helps to bring out the truth. But the 
word of an informer is highly dangerous if it 
springs not from truth, but from psychological 
compulsion: if instead of revealing suppressed 
facts, it spins out unsubstantial fancies which 
eénmesh the processes of government in a vil- 
lainous spiderweb of suspicion and falsification.

Mr. Budenz told the McCarran committee that 
when Mr. Wallace was sent to China by the late 
President Roosevelt in 1944, he was accompanied 
by Owen Lattimore and the State Department's 
John Carter Vincent whom the Communist Par- 
ty relied on to “guide Mr. Wallace largely along 
(the) paths” of the party line. He testified, fur- 
ther that the Wallace mission carried out the 
Communists’ objective. 

Mr. Alsop, who was in China in 1944 and had 
a personal part in shaping the conclusions of 
the Wallace mission, denounced this testimony 
as misleading and untruthful. He pointed out to 
the McCarran committee that Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell was at that time the bright hope of the 
Communists, not because of any disloyalty to the 
United States but becatse of the General’s bit- 
terness against Chiang Kai-shek and his judg- 
ment that only the Reds would fight against 
the Japanese. 

Careful discussion of Gen. Stilwell’s attitude 
led Mr. Wallace and Mr. Vincent to the conclu- 
sion that he had outlived his usefulness in China 
and that he ought to be replaced by Gen. Albert 
Wedemeyer. This recommendation was cabled 
to President Roosevelt by Mr. Wallace. After the 
Budenz testimony, Mr. Wallace sent a copy of 
his recommendation to President Truman, who 
made it public. In 1944, this message was, as 
Mr. Alsop said, “the heaviest blow to the Com- 
munist cause in China that could be struck.” 

* . - 

Devious as the contents of The Daily Worker 
have been, there is at least a suggestion that its 
editor, Mr. Budenz, was aware of this view in 
1944. The Daily Worker’s comments at the time 
included high praise of Stilwell as the Com- 
munists’ “favorite general,” and a statement that 
his recall was the work of the “most reactionary, 
imperialist, anti-Roosevelt forces within the 
United States.” That does not seund like a Com- 
munist happy about a Communist objective 
achieved. 

Whatever Mr. Budenz knew in 1944, Mr. Alsop 
offered for the McCarran committee's records a 
letter from Alfred Kohlberg of New York in 
which “Mr. Kohlberg alleges that in August, 
1950, immediately after complimenting Mr. Wal- 
lace on the ‘wisdom of his recommendation,’ he 
showed to Mr. Budenz the Wallace letter giving 
the substance of those recommendations.” 

Did Mr. Budenz, then, before he gave his testi- 
mony, have positive cause to believe that it 
might be false testimony? 

This possibility, for one, certainly calls for 
sharper scrutiny than it has had from the Mc- 
Carran committee. 

Meantime, Mr. Alsop deserves generous ap- 
plause for the courage with which he has insist- 
ed on the truth about other men’s reputations. 
It is so easy these days to sit back with a mouth 
shut tight. But sitting back is dangerous for 
liberty.

Behind That Prosperity 

The prosperity keynote is sure to be struck, 
and struck again, during the Democrats’ presi- 
dential campaign. Several times lately Presi- 
dent Truman has pointed to high wages and 
full employment with the clear implication that 
but for the Democratic party these things would 
never be. 

Under the well-established rule that the party 
in power always claims credit for prosperity and 
disclaims responsibility for depression, this is 
fair game. Yet one could wish that political 
campaigning might deal a little more frankly 
with basic issues, 

Like it or not, the fact is that for 20 years 
the American economy has not produced full 
employment without a crutch. Despite its most 
strenuous efforts, the New Deal did not really 
solve the unemployment problem in the thirties 
until demands arising from the war in Europe 
elicited full production. 

From 1940 to 1945 defense and war demands 
provided the jobs. From 1945 to 1950 they were 
provided by the restocking boom, based on de- 
ferred civilian demand, and by foreign aid pro- 
grams required for reconstruction. Today full 
employment is the result of a tremendous re- 
armament effort. : . 

How do we get full employment without using

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A Critical Eve on Flood Control 

A clinching argument advanced by the Army 
Engineers since the start of the Pick-Sloan plan 
has been that whatever anyone might think 
about the program, they were getting the money 
out of Congress, weren't they? This line of 
thought was supposed to seal the faith of the 
faithful and to serve as a stopper in the mouths 
of unbelievers. 

No longer are the Army Engineers doing so 
well as in the past in getting the money from 
Congress. Members of Congress are showing a 
disposition to look longer at the quality of what 
they are buying before they place the cash on 
the barrel-head. Specifically, House conferees 
denied construction funds for Tuttle Creek dam, 
on the Blue river in Kansas, allowing only a sum 
for planning work on it. Tuttle Creek is the 
principal one of three dams which Lt. Gen. 
Lewis A. Pick, Chief of the Army Engineers, has 
said would have prevented last summer's disas- 
trous floods in the Kansas City area. 

At the same time as construction funds were 
denied for Tuttle Creek, House conferees recom- 
mended that the House and Senate Public Works 
committees prepare legislation for a commission 
to study the entire flood control problem in the 
Missouri valley. Representative Clarence Cannon 
of Elsberry, chairman of the powerful House 
Appropriations committee, explained that “a com- 
plete survey is needed.” 

In other Words, the House Conferees were not 
satisfied with the Army Engineers’ method of 
going ahead with construction of the parts with- 
out having planned the whole to which the parts 
will be supposed to add up. The conferees want 
the developers to know better than in the past 
what they are doing before they start doing it. 

A bill to create a commission to go into the 
whole Missouri valley development problem has 
been introduced by Senator Hennings of Mis- 
souri and had been awaiting action for weeks 
when Congress adjourned. It should never have 
been allowed to languish as it has done already. 
The least Congress should be expected to do is 
to make it one of the first orders of business at 
the convening of the second session.

The Chamber Is Dead Right 


The St. Louis Chamber of Commerce speaks 
for a larger interest than metropolitan St. Louis 
in opposing the Legislature's bills on congres- 
sional redistricting. The issue is not only 
whether the urban area gets fair districting but 
whether the State of Missouri is to have ade- 
quate representative government. 

Both the State Senate and House bills reduce 
the present 13 congressional districts to 11 in 
such a way that St. Louis and St. Louis county 
—the fastest growing area in the state—are 
short-changed. Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion 
shows that this has been almost a custom. In 
the House bill, for example, populations would 
vary from 319,700 to 427,600 in each district. 
The St. Louis area’s three districts would all 
have more than 414,000 residents. 

Why should it take more votes to elect a 
St. Louis Congressman than a Congressman out- 
state? To put it another way, why should an 
urban resident's vote count for less than a vote 
elsewhere? And beyond that, why should any- 
one in the state be compelled to accept less 
representation for his ballot than anyone else” 

The fact that it is the growing metropolitan 
area which would get these cut-rate ballots com- 
pels us to ask again, where are the St. Louis 
legislators during this redistricting fiasco? No 
one else in the Legislature has as much reason 
to speak out against redistricting plans which 
would do an injustice to the entire state,

The present battle over the realignment 
of Missouri's congressional districts has 
recalled the historic veto of a redistricting 
bill 2G years ago by former Gov. Henry S. 
Caulfield, which was later upheld by fhe 
United States Supreme Court. 

From 1901 to 1930, Missouri had 16 rep- 
resentatives in Congress. As a result of 
the 1930: census, a reduction to 13 was or- 
dered by Congress. The present problem, 
raised by the 1950 census, is to reduce the 
number of congressional districts again, 
from 13 to 11. 

When redistricting was taken up in 1931, 
the Republican Governor, Caulfield, served 
notice on the Democratic Legislature that 
he would veto any inequitable plan. Mis- 
souri then had 12 Democrats and four Re- 
publicans in the lower House of Congress. 
HHowever, Democratic leaders rammed 
through a bill intended to assure a 9-to-4 
party majority. 

Caulfield promptly vetoed the bill, as he 
had said he would. The dispute was taken 
to the Missouri Supreme Court, which had 
more of a political complexion in those 
davs when the judges ran for office, than 
todav under the non-partisan court plan. 
However, while the high court consisted 
of four Democrats and three Republicans, 
it upheld the gubernatorial veto. 


The United States Supreme Court up- 
held the Missouri court: This opinion came 
down in 1931 and Caulfield then was im- 
portuned to call a special session of the 
legislature to enact a new bill. However, 
the Governor learned the Democrati¢c ma- 
jority planned to pass a bill similar to the 
one he had vetoed, so he refused to call 
the Legislature. 

The Governor defended his stand in a 
fighting speech before the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He said that in view of 
the proposed action of the Legislature such 
a session would be useless, and an “un- 
pardonable” expenditure of public money. 

“T will not approve a- gerrymander.” 
Caulfield said. “This matter of fair redis- 
tricting is fundamental. 

“A genuine representative form of gov: 
ernment can exist only when all the peo- 
ple are fairly represented, for without that 
the majority cannot express its will. It is 
evident a redistricting done by a partisan 
majority, with a dominant purpose to over- 
reach the opposing party, and permanently 
deprive those of opposite political faith of 
representation in a legislative body, can- 
not be fair.” 

Caulfield went on to point out that a 
fair redistricting was an essential matter. 
that smce there had been none for 30 
vears and the state's population had grown 
and shifted greatly, the whole congres- 
sional alignment was verv poor. The dis- 
tricts ranged in population from 116,000 to 
715,000, he pointed out. 


Both Caulfield and the legislators were 
adamant, so the Missouri Representatives 
in Congress were elected at large in 1932. 
With a Democratic landslide and Tom Pen- 
dergast’s organization riding high, all were 
Democrats. 

What Caulfield assailed as a gerryman- 
der in 1931 was mild compared with the 
redistricting bill the heavily Democratic 
1933 Legislature rammed through. Out of 
13 districts, they gave the G.O.P. one cer- 
tain district, that of Dewey Short in South- 
west Missouri. It is true that Republicans 
since have been elected from all districts 
but the Fifth, Ninth and Tenth; but this 


usually occurred in years when Democratic 
strength was not up to par. 

Republicans denounced the 1933 redis- 
tricting in terms similar to those used 
by G.O.P. leaders in the present Legisla- 
ture, who refer to the bill pacsed by the 
Senate as a ‘monstrous gerrymander.” 


Just how strong Tom Pendergast’s grip 


- was on the state then is best ilfustrated 


by the population apportionment on the 
districts. St. Louis City and county re- 
ceived three Congressmen, or one for 
every 345.000 population. Kansas City and 
Jackson county received two, or one for

every 235,000 population. The outstate av- 
erage was one for every 267,000 population. 

When one member then protested the 
granting of two districts for Kansas City 
and Jackson county, -another member 
shouted: “We gave Jackson county two 
districts because it has the best Demo- 

atic organization in the state.” He was 
Raymond Roberts from St. Francois coun- 
tv, a Democrat. 

The problem today, on the basis of the 
1950 census, is to cut down Missouri's con- 
gressional seats from 13 to 11. 

The Senate bill would give the Demo- 
crats eight districts and the Republicans 
two. The House bill would make it seven 
Democratic, three Republican and one 
doubtful. In each bill one Republican dis- 
trict would be in St. Louis county. In the 
Senate Bill the other would be in South- 
west Missouri. The House bill splits South- 
west Missouri, normally Republican, to 
make it two districts. 

Republican leaders of this Legislature 
say that unless the party gets a better 
break on redistricting they will call a ref- 
erendum. That would delay putting the re- 
districting into effect, and would result in 
all candidates running at large, as they did 
in 1932.

4 German Chaplain Speaks 
THE UNQUIET NIGHT. by Albrecht Goes. (Movughten 

Mifflin Co. 122 pags., $2.25.) 

“The Unquiet Night” is the story of a 
man, a chaplain in the Germany army. and 
what happens to him in the course of one 
night. But it is abundantly more than that. 
In a sense a philosophical autobiography, 
since the author is himself a Lutheran 
minister who spent five years as a chaplain 
in Hitler’s army, the story nevertheless 
transcends any man’s individual horizons 
and we are brought face to face with the 
“dark night of soul” of a whole civiliza- 
tion, the twentieth centurv. The Rev. Mr. 
Goes tells his haunting tale in tender se- 
quences, 

In the autumn of 1942 the chaplain is 
ordered to a unit in the Ukraine to assist 
at the execution of a corporal who has 
been found guilty of betraying militarv 
sécrets to the enemy. The chaplain spends 
the night before the execution in his room 
in the officers’ billet poring over the dos- 
sier of the sentenced man. Out of necés- 
sity he must share the room with two be- 
wildered young lovers, a flyer who is being 
sent to the Eastern front the next morning 
with practically no chances of survival and 
his fiancee, a girl from his home town who 
is an army nurse nearby. 

Thrown into this bleak little arena are 
all the revolving coins of life—love and 
hate, good and evil, futility and fulfill- 
ment — fused with the chaplain’s own 
shuddering sense of revulsion at the 
wantonness of spiritual decay, epitomized in 
Nazism and the war. The condemned man, 
to his mind, is neither guilty nor guiltless 
of his separate wrong nor are the flyer and 
his girl separate from it. The wrong is 
greater than the scope of a single life. It 
is as immense as life itself, and so we are 
all guilty, since we live. 

“And so we must live with our guilt, 
he says. “One day it will all be over, the 
war and Hitler will belong to the past, 
and then we shall have a task to tackle 
for which we shall need to be as honorable 
as can be. What will count then will be 
our deepest personal feelings about this 
war and all its works. It will not be a 
simple question of hating war. Hatred is 
an active passion, and as such it must be 
exorcized. What must be done is to show 
people what a dirty business it has been. 
Let the Iliad remain the Iliad and the 
Neibelungenlied what it has always been, 
We must still show them there is more 
nobility in rocking the cradle or wielding 
a pickaxe than in running after any Iron 
Cross. We must make them understand 
that war is sweat, war is pus, that war is 
excrement.” 

His hopes for the future are the dreams 
of a mature laborer in the vineyard. “And 
I know that it must be a long, long road 
before the hate-ridden shall be redeemed. 
Life shall not cease to urge us on in the. 
building of that road. And no man will 
be at peace until he has played his full 
part in that great work.” 

It is good that such a little hook with 
such a wealth of Christian values has come 
out of post-war Germany.

END THiS QUIBBLING! 


On June 15, 1950, an Emergency Board appointed by 
the President under the terms of the Railway Labor 
Act—an Act largely fathered by the unions them-. 
selves—made its recommendations on certain wage 
and working conditions (“‘rules” in railroad language) 
which had been in dispute between employes and 


the railroads. 


More Than 90% of Employes Accept 


Since then, terms equal to or better than the Board 
recommendations have been accepted by about 
1,200,000 railroad employes—more than 90% of the 
total of all workers. They are represented by 20 of 
the 23 standard railroad unions. 


Less Than 10% Refuse 


But three unions—with about 130,000 men, or less 
than 10% of the total—have refused to accept, even 
after months of negotiations. These three unions are 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, and 
the Order of Railway Conductors. These are three of 
the so-called “‘operating” unions. Already the highest 
paid men in the industry, their leaders demand still 
further advantages over other workers. 

In all, there are about 270,000 operating employes. 
But not all of them, by any means, are represented by 
BLE, BLF&E, or ORC. As a matter of fact, less than 
half—132,000 to be exact—are in these three unions. 
More than half—about 140,000—are in other unions, 
principally the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
What makes the whole situation so hard to under- 
stand is that these 140,000 operating employes are 
working under wages and rules which the leaders of 
the other 130,000 say they cannot agree to. 


What Do the Railroads Offer? 


They offer these three unions the same settlement 
which was contained in a Memorandum of Agreement 
signed at the White House on December 21, 1950, by 
four brotherhoods and the railroads. Later these 
brotherhoods sought to repudiate this agreement. But 
on May 25, 1951, the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men signed a complete agreement carrying out the 
principles of the Memorandum Agreement of Decem- 


ber 21. They have been working under this agreement 
since May 25. 


What About Wages? 


Under the terms of the agreement, yard engineers, 
firemen and conductors would now be receiving a wage 
increase of 34 cents an hour ($2.72 a day) and road 
engineers, firemen and conductors would now be re- 
ceiving an increase of 194 cents an hour ($1.56 per 
day). Large sums of retroactive pay have already ac- 
crued and if the agreement is carried out, will be 
paid promptly. 


What About “Cost of Living” Increases? 


The White House Agreement includes an ‘‘escalator” 
clause under which wages will be geared to changes in 
the Government’s cost-of-living index. Two such in- 
creases—April and July, 195l1—have already been 
paid to the 90% of railroad employes covered by 
signed agreements. 


What About the 40-Hour Week? 


The White House Agreement calls for the establish- 
ment of the 40-hour week in principle for employes in 
yard service. The employes can have it any time 
after January 1, 1952, provided the manpower situa- 
tion is such that the railroads can get enough men to 
perform the work with reasonable regularity at straight 
time rates. If the parties do not agree on the question 
of availability of manpower, the White House Agree- 
ment provides arbitration by a referee appointed by 
the President. 


What Else Do the Union Leaders Demand? 
The continued quibbling of the leaders of the three 
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unions has to do principally with rules changes, which 
have already been agreed to by the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen. Of these, the principal one seems 
to be that having to do with so-called “‘interdivisional 
service’’—runs which take in two or more seniority 
districts. 

The union leaders would bar progress and efficiency 
in the industry, and better service to the public, by 
maintaining a situation where they can arbitrarily 
stop a railroad from establishing such interdivisional 
runs. The carriers propose that if a railroad wishes to 
set up an interdivisional run, the railroad and the 
unions should try to agree on such run and the con- 
ditions which should surround its establishment, and 
if the railroad and the unions can’t agree, the matter 
will be submitted to arbitration. 

But the three union leaders still refuse. 


Rules Can Be Arbitrated 


The railroads have not only offered these three unions 
the same rules agreed to by the BRT and covered by 
the White House Agreement, but have even agreed 
to submit such rules to arbitration. 


The Industry Pattern Is Fixed 


With the pattern so firmly established in the railroad 
industry, it seems fair to suggest that the leaders of 
BLE, BLF&E, and ORC stop their quibbling and 
take action to make the railroad labor picture 100% 
complete. Certainly today’s economic and interna- 
tional situation calls for a united front. And certainly 
no good reason has been advanced why these three 
unions should be preferred over all other railroad 


employes.

One big project in the Inter- 
agency program was omitted 
temporarily from the fiscal 
statement because of pending 
changes in it. This is the di- 
version of water from the Blue 
river, a tributary of the Colo- 
rado. riyer, under the Rocky 
Mountains to the South Platte 
river, previously listed as a 
$403,700,000 job. 

The price levels used in the 
various listings of projects are 
those of 1951, except the Agricul- 
ture Department’s program, still 


shown at the lower 1948 levels at 
which it was figured originally. 
This fiscal statement, the chief 
available portrayal of the over-all 
Interagency program for the Mis- 
souri basin, constitutes a big step 
in regional planning. However, 
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'persons connected with its prepa- 
| ration have pointed out that it 
amounts basically only to a com- 
'pilation by the numerous separate 
federal and state agencies in- 
volved. In this sense it does not 
represent a thoroughly co-ordinat- 
ed plan. In fact, the statement, 
a bulky document, carries this 
note: 

“Publication of this tabulation 
by the Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee shall not be interpret- 
/ed as an approval of all features, 
projects and details of such pro- 
gram. It is understood that the 
projected works shall be adjusted 
in the process of co-ordination of 
'the basin-wide program.” 
| As in the case of previous Inter- 
agency fiscal statements, the first 
‘of which appeared in 1947, this 
one is set up to cover an advance 
period of six years following the 
current fiscal year ending next 
June 30. 

In contrast to the showing of 
expenditure by the federal and 
state governments of $1.150,684,- 
000 up to last June 30, the state- 
ment shows funds available for 
the current fiscal year in the 
amount of $323,376,000, or almost 
a third of the total spent previ- 
ously. 

It contemplates expenditures of 
nearly three billion dollars by 
these same agencies in the six- 
year period ending in 1958, and 
more than five and one-half bil- 
lion dollars thereafter to complete 
ithe program. The six-year pro- 
gram reflects in its earlier years 
‘some slackening of work in def- 
erence to the national defense 
movement. 

In addition to the construction 
cost of physical projects, the 
program includes estimates for 
certain “continuing costs” of ac- 
tivities carried on regularly or at 
least for a long period in the for- 
mative stage of the program. 
These amount to about $60,000,- 
000 for the current fiscal year and 
an average of about $86,000,000 
annually in the ensuing six years. 

An Interagency subcommittee 
that prepared the fiscal statement, 
headed by Charles A. Cocks of the 
Army Engineers, said as to these 
costs: “These items contribute to 
the planning and design of future 
development and are essential to 
the efficient operation of com- 
pleted works of development. 
Also included are educatiqnal and 
technical assistance to facilitate 
realization of optimum benefits.” 

The Missouri portion of the 
Interagency program calls for 
eventual total expenditure of $40,- 


454,000 on small watershed treat- | 


ment and $9,006,000 on flood con- 
trol by subdivisions of this state 
—probably some form of local 
districts. 

Other major divisions of the 
program in Missouri are: Army 
Engineers, $682,162,000; the Agri- 
culture Department 
(federal portion), $337,041,000, 
and surveys and planning by the 
National Park Service, $35,600. 

The Army Engineers’ item in-

They Love the Symphony in Fort Wayne

FORT WAYNE, Ind., Oct. 29. 
HE Fort Wayne Philharmonic 
Orchestra had hired a new 
violinist from a-famous sym- 

phony in a much larger city. The 
musician moved temporarily into 
a furnished room and after he 
had lived there quietly for a 
while he was stopped by his land- 
lady. 
“Aren’t you with the sym- 
phony?” she demanded. 

The violinist allowed that he 

was. 

“But I never hear you play,” 

said the landlady dubiously. 

“Oh, I didn’t want to disturb 


, the others in the house.” 


“Disturb us?” said the landlady, 
a little shocked. “Why, we love 
the symphony around here!” 

This encounter on a rooming 
house staircase is symptomatic of 
two phenomena: a_ semi-profes- 
sional orchestra that draws top- 
flight musicians away from more 
glamorous jobs and a Midwestern 
town of 132,000 population where 
Beethoven is considered about as 
non-stuffy as a ball game or a 
glass of beer. 

When the Fort Wayne Philhar- 
monic, resplendent in white ties, 
tails and flowing black gowns, 
takes over Quimty Auditorium, 
visiting metropolitan critics listen 
respectfully. The citizenry is 
happy about that, but they appre- 
ciate even more that the sym- 
phony gives regular concerts for 
youngsters in a big movie theater, 
sends its stars into the schools to

demonstrate their instruments be- 
fore music classes, and broadcasts 
its informal rehearsals over a 
local radio station. 

Fort Wayne has taken classical 
music off the pedestal, and as a 
result, after seven years of ups 
and downs reminiscent of a hero’s 
plight in a radio soap opera, it 
appears to have licked an eco- 
nomic problem almost as stubborn 
as inflation: how to keep “long- 
hair” music from fading out at 
the grassroots. Out of the strug- 
gle has emerged a 63-piece or- 
chestra with the professional so- 
briety of Arturo Toscanini’s NBC 
Symphony and the conviviality of 
McNamara’s band. 

Orchestral talent flocks to Fort 
Wayne from such cultural centers 
as New York and San Francisco 
because the local Philharmonic is 
the only symphonic aggregation 
in the country that guarantees 
year-around employment. More 
than half of its players are of 
professional caliber, and on con- 
cert night it is no longer neces- 
sary to import a couple of dozen 
players from Chicago to soup up 
the home-grown ensemble. 


Many large symphonies pay 
their first-desk men as much as 
$200 a week, but their working 
season may be limited to 16 or 
20 weeks a y-ar. After that they 
must scout around for other jobs 
as best they can. In Fort Wayne, 
most players draw only $400 or 
$500 for the season, but the Mu- 
sical Society gets them full-time 
jobs in more prosaic fields. With 
bread and butter worries off their 
minds, they make music in the 
evenings and on weekends.

YMPHONY artists work as sec- 
S retaries and insurance sales- 

men. A first violinist installs 
air conditioners. A viola player 
fits shoes. The first bassoon serv- 
ices appliances and the first oboe 
drives a milk truck. A flutist 
with a brilliant brain spent a day 
committing the contents of a de- 
partment store to memory, then 
applied for a job and so impressed 
store officials that they dispatched 
him to a buyers’ school. 

Roger Hall, 26-year-old business 
manager of the orchestra who 
came here from New Jersey, 
functions as a one-man employ- 
ment agency. Most newcomers 
have some non-artistic streak in 
their past and are not difficult 
to place with sympathetic com- 
panies. But Hall even found a 
spot for “The Inspector.” 

“The Inspector” was a violinist 
who conformed to the popular 
conception of his profession. He 
was casual about his clothes, eas- 
ily offended at the suggestion of 


manual exertion, and he had an 
accent. Company after company 
turned him down, but finally, at 
the General Electric Co. plant, he 
was placed in the assembly line 
inspecting job that: earned him 
his imposing alias. Hall will 
long remember how “The Inspec- 
tor” returned triumphantly from 
his last interview and announced: 

“It’s a fonny teeng, but noth- 
ing can go through that plant 
without I say: ‘Hokay!’”

N another occasion Hall had 
QO to find a job for a musician 

who had come to the United 
States as a displaced person. Hall 
called an executive whose com- 
pany had been conducting diffi- 
cult labor negotiations 2nd sug- 
gested that this artist could per- 
haps be trained for a job. 

“What does the guy play?” de- 
manded the industrialist. 

“The harp,” confessed Hall. 

“Great,” sighed the employer, 
“send him over and maybe I can 
have him play before each session 
with our union. 

Like the majority of symphony 
orchestras, the Fort Wayne Phil- 
harmonic in the past has faced 
fiscal calamity almost every win- 
ter. But each crisis has ebbed 
out in a display of civic loyalty 
to music that would be hard to 
equal. Once the orchestra’s board 
of directors formally liquidated 
the symphony and closed its of- 
fices only to send music lovers 
scurrying out to ring doorbells 
and bring in enough money to re- 
open the season a few days later. 

The women’s auxiliary once 
took over the telephone solicita- 
tion set-up of one of the «news- 
papers’ classified advertising de- 
partment to call each name in 
the telephone book for a dona- 
tion. Ermin Ruf, a paper box 
manufacturer who has never 


heard the orchestra because it is . 


“over his head,” collected $40,000 
from business friends during an- 
other emergency. Frederick Per- 
fect, a wholesale grocer who plays 
cello in the Philharmonic, lent 
the orchestra $15,000 in another 
pirch. 

A milkman found himself but- 
tonholed by a housewife and gave 
$10 although he confessed he was 
more of a Daisy fan, the Fort 
Wayne Daisies being a much 
touted female baseball team. A 
lawyer who broke a leg charged 
$1 to every visitor autographing 
his cast and turned over the pro- 
ceeds to the orchestra..

to be bewildered by the cordiality 
of their reception. One gruff old 
New Yorker found an apartment, 
but he had no furniture. News of 
his predicament was hardly out 
when neighbors brought a couple 
of rugs, a stove, a refrigerator, 
and in no time had his place 
completely furnished without cost. 
A newly hired viola player was 
a trained electrician but found 
his union, as in most cities, un- 
enthusiastic about letting him go 
to work until his orchestra con- 
nection was made clear. Prompt- 
ly he went to work as master 
electrician in a brewery. \ 
* 

OT unnaturally, musicians 
N wo move here in dread of 

life in a “hick town” are apt 
to fall in love with Fort Wayne. 
During one particularly severe 
drouth of symphony dollars, Igor 
Buketoff, 36-year-old musical di- 
rector of the Philharmonic, told 
his people in: mid-season that he 
did not expect them to play with- 
out pay, but that he would appre- 
ciate a donation of services from 
anyone comfortably enough fixed 
to get along without a check for 
the remainder of the season. 

Two-thirds of the symphony 
played for free that year, and a 
bassoon player gave up $200 he 
had due him aithough the money 
had already been pledged as part 
of a down ,.payment on a house 
for his family. Buketoff himself 
gave up a bonus to which he was 
entitled by contract. 

There is little that the Phil- 
harmonians won’t do to keep 
going. Business Manager Hall 
may help by playing the celeste 
(which he previously borrowed 
and trucked to the concert hotel 
from a radio station because the 
orchestra doesn’t own one). And 
he has served as narrator for 
Prokofieff’s “Peter and the Wolf.” 

The Fort Wayne Philharmonic, 
now again on a $63,000 annual 
budget, can, when necessary, fid- 
die almost literally on a shoe- 
string. 

During the lush days during and 
right after the war, Fort Wayne 
heard some of the best-known 
soloists afoot—at up to $2500 for 
a pair of concerts on two succeed- 
ing nights. Now the budget for 
‘‘names” has been cut from $10,- 
000 a year to about $1000. Fort 
Wayne doesn’t seem to mind. 
Names like Milstein don’t mean 
too much in Fort Wayne and the 
young but rising soloists Buketoff 
spots and engages are much more 
friendly anyway. 

“For the big shots Fort Wayne 
is just a whistlestop on the way 
to Chicago,” Buketoff explains. 
“We had ranking soloists drop in 
the night of the first concert and 
say, ‘Well,e what concerto do I 
play tonight?’ One of them didn’t 
get here until after the final re- 
hearsal started.” 

The “comers,” on the other 
hand, usually appear a few days 
earlier, rehearse thoroughly, talk 
to women’s groups and make 
friends for themselves—and the 
symphony—around town. 

The Philharmonic rarely lacks 
crowds. The auditorium seats 
2080 persons and 1900 sets of 
seats are usually sold at $5 to 
$18.50 for the six subscription con- 
certs before the season even 
starts. The two “pop” concerts 
feature such popular composers 
as Gershwin and Jerome Kern and 
are always packed. The “Sin- 
fonietta,” a 27-piece ensemble di- 
rected by Buketoff, tours such 
neighboring communities as Bluff- 
ton, Kendalville and Auburn, 
where music in'the past used to be 
of local origin and hence fre- 
quently a little painful. The or- 
chestra’s string quartet plays in 


the auditorium of the art school 
and this year its presentations 
will be known as “coffee concerts” 
with the quartet sitting in the 
middle of the audience, playing 
while coffee and cookies are 
passed among the guests. 

Serious music began turning 
“pro” in Fort Wayne in 1944, 
when business men brought in 
Hans Schwieger, now conductor 
of the Kansas City Symphony. 
When Schwieger moved on, they 
were fortunate in selecting Buket- 
off (rhymes with “net off”), a 
New Yorker of Russian-born par- 
entage who at 20 became the 
youngest man ever taken on the 
Juilliard School of Music faculty. 
He taught at the school for a 
decade, then moved to Columbia 
University and afterward con- 
ducted the touring company of

Like Business Manager Hall, 
Buketoff is of boyish appearance 
and enthusiasm. Both men are 
sports fans (which is important 
in Fort Wayne, where basketball 
is worshipped) and both have a 
superb sense of humor. When 
they break out in laughter to- 
gether, as they frequently do in 
the cramped symphony offices 
above a grocery store, the build- 
ing’s venerable brick walls ap- 
pear to shiver. 

They find music-making in Fort 
Wayne peculiarly satisfying. True, 
one newspaper's music critic is an 
advertising man and the other 
paper’s reviewer is a professor 
of ancient languages. But there 
are more dependable gauges of 
community sentiment. 


Conductor Buketoff knew, for 
example, that he had conducted 
a pretty good performance when 
he pulled in at his service station 
one morning and a grease-cov- 
ered mechanic clawed him at the 
shoulder and announced: “Ya 
know, that was a helluva good 
program you had last night!”

The opening lead was the heart 
king. South ruffed and laid down 
the high trumps, getting the bad 
news about the break. He then 
shifted to diamonds, but in vain. 
East ruffed the second diamond 
and returned the club king. The 
outcome was that declarer lost 
two trump tricks and two clubs. 

Obviously, East was shrewd in 
refusing to double the four-spade 
contract, since North-South then 
might, at least, have discovered 
their marvelous fit in ‘diamonds 
—a fit which could have resulted 
in a laydown grand slam at that 
denomination. 

It was, of course, entirely 
South’s fault that his side failed 
to reach at least a six-diamond 
contract. Void of hearts, South 
was right in refusing to accept 
North’s two-heart double, but 
surely the jump to four spades 
was not the logical. solution! 
North’s heart double, indeed, had 
been a warning in respect to 
spades, and so it was all the more 
likely that he had length in a 
minor suit. 

Thus, South should have bid 
three hearts on the second round, 
cue-bidding West’s suit. North, 
of course, would have responded 
with four diamonds, and South 
could then bid at least six dia- 
monds. So while our original es- 
timate of a 2240-point loss might 
be an exaggeration, the loss from 
failing to bid and make even six 
diamonds was not to be sneered 
at—about 1500 points.

I HAVE NEVER fancied my- 
self as a sage. telling other peo-

Intelligent 
people, those with imagination, 
are the ones who know the most 
overpowering fears and there is 
only one answer to fear—and 
that is faith. Unless we have 
something greater than our- 
selves to believe in, we are lost. 
We are prey to fears unless we 
can pray our fears away. 


“Talk about dauntless cour- 
age makes me smile. I knew 
what fear was every time I en- 
tered the ring. One night I shall 
never forget. I was sound 
asleep and I woke up in the 
dark wondering what was 
wrong with my bed. It was 
shaking like a 1910 Ford. Then 
I suddenly realized that it 
wasn’t the bed shaking at all. It 
was I who was shaking. I was 
trembling all over—with fear. 
That was the night before my 
first meeting with Jack Demp- 
sey, and even in my dreams I 
was thinking of what he was go- 
ing to do to me the next day. 
Courage? It is not being fear- 
Jess, it is finding the strength 
from God to do what you have 
to do—whether you are afraid 
or not.”
